Soft Breeze or Hot Air? 


There is something of a ho-hum atti- 


tude in the United States over Averell 
Harriman's mission to Moscow to discuss 
a nuclear test ban treaty with Khrushchev. 
Such discussions have gone on for so many 
years with no perceptible progress that 
there seems little to get excited about in 
the present negotiations. 


And yet Washington is exuding an atti- 


tude of cautious optimism just as it has on 
so many other occasions. 


President Kennedy called a high level 


conference to brief Harriman and" it was 
officially called a meeting of the National 
Security Council to indicate its importance. 
Is there any real reason to believe that any 
kind of a workable ban can or should be 
agreed upon at this time? 


There are two major reasons for the 


possibility even being considered. One is 
Khrushchev's obviously intended overture 
in that direction particularly in a speech 
made in East Berlin. The second is the 
continued and perhaps increased tension 
of the dispute between the Soviet Union 
and Red China. 


In Germany Khrushchev suggested that 


perhaps a limited test ban could be worked 
out in which testing in the atmosphere or 
underwater would be outlawed. The United 
States and England have made the sugges- 
tion severs! time? in the past but the 
Russians have always insisted that any ban 
be complete and include a disarmament 
pact as well. A complete ban has broken 
down over the Russian refusal to permit 
effective on-the-szte inspection. A ban in- 
volving only the atmospheric and under 
water testing i? not supposed to need on- 
the-site inspection since violations are easy 
to detect, according to most experts. The 
suggestion then by Khrushchev is a con- 
cession. It does raise the possibility that a 
limited ban may be extended. However, it 
also would set a precedent for no inspec- 
tion. 


While Khrushchev made no mention 


this time of a disarmament pact, he did 
talk about a nonaggression agreement be- 
tween the members of XATO and the 
Warsaw Pact. The West has opposed such 
en agreement because it would give de 


County Fair Time 


The county fair season is upon us. the 


midways reflecting the 20th Century with 
their rocket rides and space capsules. But 
the old favorites like the merry-go-round 
and the ferns wheel have not been re- 
placed.

Today's fairs have almost been com- 


pletely taken over by youth and their rural 
organizations.

Competi- 
tion among the youngsters is keen whether 
the entries are kitchen or barn products. 
While adult exhibits have generally de- 


facto recognition to East Germany. Senator 
Hubert Humphrey has suggested that a 
mutual declaration that force would not be 
used to alter existing boundaries might 
suffice. But what does he mean by "exist- 
ing boundaries?" If they include the de- 
marcation line between East'and West Ger- 
many and the Berlin Wall, it is difficult to 
see how the West could sign. Maybe we 
don't intend to knock down the Wall, but 
do we want to tell those who are struggling 
against Communism—as well as the Com- 
munists—that we have no such intentions? 


The split between Russia and Red China 


appears to be serious although what its 
effect will have upon Soviet-West relations 
is controversial. As one Washington offi- 
cial said, "there's a softer wind blowing 
west and a sharper wind blowing east out 
of Moscow. The question is whether or not 
it's just wind." 


The danger here would seem to be that 


the United States, in its effort to encourage 
Russia to turn more toward the West in a 
kinder vein, will give too much away. It 
may be quite possible that Communism is 
changing in Russia and that Eastern and 
Western Europe may be drawn closer to- 
gether as Walter Lippmann forecasts. But 
is the best way of encouraging this a non- 
aggression pact? 


We have our doubts that Averell Harri- 


man is the best man for the difficult task 
he has assumed. Harriman's 
intelligence 


and dedication to his nation cannot be 
questioned. But his other missions, most 
recently in Laos, have indicated a tendency 
to compromise for immediate peace rather 
than on a long range basis. There is a real 
danger that Harriman could be so encour- 
aged by a softer Russian attitude that -he 
fails to read the fine print. It has happened 
before with American negotiators. 


Apparently Harriman has the authority 


to work out a test ban agreement but any 
nonaggression pact must be taken back to 
Washington for consideration. That con- 
sideration should be very careful indeed. 
The long list of broken Russian treaties 
proves rather conclusively that any agree- 
ment is something we pledge ourselves to 
observe and so tie our hands but we in no 
sense bind the Soviet Union.

Stubborn Men at Madison 


The financial stalemate at Madison is 


deepening. It now appears that the com- 
paratively quick acceptance by the state 
senate of the belated revenue compromise 
program developed by Gov. Reynolds was 
deceptive and that it did not represent a 
consensus of the legislative leadership as 
the governor hopefully supposed. The 
state assembly in a first test vote on the 
same measure has turned in a stout vote 
of more than two to one against it. 


As our own staff correspondent in 


Madison has repeatedly cautioned during 
the last fortnight, the state services are 
not likely to crumble. Some kind of a 
revenue law to sustain them for the next 
two years will be patched up sooner or 
later. But the result of this prolonged ob- 
duracy of the parties is probably beginning 
to be felt in some lag of morale in the pub- 
lic services, not to mention the difficulties 
encountered by service chiefs in recruiting 
for vacancies in key positions such as the 
•welfare institution?, the state universities 
and colleges and others. 


This is not the time for recriminations 


and we don't intend to indulge them here, 
but it is perhaps timely to su2£est that if 
the governor had faced the realities of his 
fiscal position a few months earlier, he 
would have had an easier time persuading 
the reluctant legislature to support a bi- 
partisan solution to his troubles.

For months he was 
engaged in making speeches and issuing 
press releases demanding that the Repub- 
licans surrender entirely to his point of 
view. When he finally acknowledged what 
everybody else in the state knew, that he 
would be forced to make some concessions 
also, it was very late and the partisan rival- 
ries and suspicions had been kindled to 
such a degree that it was more difficult to 
achieve a rapprochement. 


It is not especially surprising that some 


of the features of the governor's grab bag 
of tax proposals brought the fierce resis- 
tance of powerful lobbies. These issues 
have been fought out many times before. 
There was no reason for the governor to 
assume that these special groups would lie 
down and surrender this year. There can 
be no quarrel with the idea that the state 
needs more tax revenue. But it should be 
raised from the community as a whole. 
Aside from the issue of equity in selective 
tax proposals, there is the practical matter 
that they are extremely difficult to enact. 


The talk now current in Madison about 


a temporizing solution in the way of a one 
year budget is unrealistic. Does anyone 
seriously believe that these politicians in 
both parties will find it easier to raise taxes 
for the second year of the biennuim. in an- 
other session in the winter or spring just 
before they launch their campaign for re- 
election?
